No head ^of administration or any other distinguished personage visited 
the State during the year under report. The transfer of Major C. H. 

Pritchard took place during the year to Sehore, and Captain A.'B • Drummand 
was appointed as Political Agent, Haroti and Tonk, in his place and 
took over charge of the Eevenue Department. He made short tours in the 
Tonk and Aligarh parganas, but had no time to visit the other .parganas 
of the State. Moulvi Ahmad Shafi, late Eevenue Member, made a tour in 
the Tonk and Aligarh parganas and seeing the condition of the crops recom- 
mended early in 1313 Fasli arrangements for -the sowing of Ranjka and 
the excavation of wells. In January 1905, Colonel Jacob and Mr. Manners 
Smith, officers of the Irrigation Department inspected the schemes of the 
Tonk: jJargana. 

The health of his Highness the Nawab has been good during the year. 

Sahibzada Mohamed Saddiq Khan Bhadur, Dilerjung, Member of Council, 

Home Department was obliged to resign, on account of illness and Sahib* 
zada Mohamad Abdul Rahim Khan, Bahadur, Muzzafferjung was appointed 
from 8th August 1905, in his place, Moulvi Ahmad Shafi, the late Revenue 
member died in 0ctobe.v 1905, The high State officials are entered in 
Statement I.

The 
forces in this State are employed on watch and ward duties at the Sadar as 
W.M 1 as ill the Parganas. They know wh.atever drill is necessary and are 
tiiined to perform duties in connection witli watch and escort etc. The 
cost of the military forces in the year under report was Its. l,66,3o4 winch 
isithe same as in the previous year.

Working of Police. 


The Police force in the State numbers 885. The Police at Hnnbahera 
id Sironj are armed with muzzle loading guns and swords and are uniform- 
ei 1. The Police in the capital as well as in the remaininjj parganas 
aii'e armed with capped guns, match locks, swords and batons ; and wear 
u jiiforms. But the arms are not in good condition, and therefore they 
afi-e unable to cope with robber gangs with effect. The Police are faiily 
eitticient to keep the peace, to check crime and to track offenders. Efforts 
aie being made to procure efficiency. Vide appendix^' lor expenditure, 
sl|:rcn<>th etc., of the Police. The ratio of Police to population is 1 to 310

The Jail 
fit the capital is according to the standard plan of Jail in the United 
Provinces. It consists oE two Barracks, one hospital and one workshop, 
Besides subsidiary buildings. There is a separate barrack in the Jail 
jjor female prisoners. In the Parganas old house.s are used as Jails and 
Ire sufficient for ordinary requirements. The daily average of prisoners 
in all the Jails during the year Avas 321.

On the whole, the condition of the people was satisfactory, but plague 
occurred in Ohabra, Pirawa and in Tonk in the Jinsi Mohalla, out side the 
/ cit)', 23 cases proved fatal in the Mohalla. The plague rules were observed 
throughout. On 4th April 1905, at 6 A. M., a slight shock of earthquake 
was fell but no damage of any kind was done. The people were put to 
sore straits on account of the with-holding of the rains in 1,312 Fasli, the 
detailed effects of which will be given in the report for 1313 Fasli.

The 
Xiinbahera dispensary did not work in the year under report, ihe expen- 
diture under this head amounted to lU IG, 252-3-5 the number of outdoor 
patients was 34,240 and of indoor patients 454. In comparison with last 
year 3,039 outdoor and 164 indoor patients less were treated. The people 
are thankful for and pleased Avith these public health dispensing 
institutions. 


Births and Deaths.

In Appendix XXIV. — The population is given according to the Census 
of 1901. Ho registers of births and deatiis are kept in the State as a whole, 
but registers are kept in the larger towns of the State. According to these 
1,923 births and 2,168 deaths were registered /. e. a decrease of 4,384 deaths. 
The birth rate per mile is 24 and death rate about 28.
